I figured that the best way to get 
an answer to your interesting 
question was to go to the source, 
Frank Thomas, who animated the 
character. Frank explained that 
there were many meetings of the 
animation staff trying to decide 
how to handle the hook. While 
they realized that Barrie had the 
hook on the right, they saw prob- 
lems with that in animation. They 
wanted Hook to be able to make 
gestures, to write, and to perform 
other actions that are simpler to do 
with the right hand. So they made 
the decision to place the hook on 
theleft. This made their animation 
of the character a lot easier. Re-

garding the inconsistency in the 
published photos, sometimes in 
page layout a photo is “flopped” 
for aesthetic reasons. In this case it 
led to an inadvertent error, putting 
Hook’s hook on his right arm— 
which was wrong.

GOOFY TURNS 60: A LOOK AT HIS SHOW BUSINESS ROOTS 


With 1992 being celebrated by The Walt 
Disney Company as “The Year of Gooty,” 
let's take a look at Goofy's beginnings. The 
character, somewhat disguised, made his 
movie debut in 1932 with a bit part in a 
Mickey Mouse cartoon, sitting in a grand- 
stand watching Mickey's Revue. What distin- 
guished the character from those sitting 
around him was not so much his appearance 
Š but his raucous laugh. That laugh, supplied 
by Disney storyman, musician, and former 
circus clown Pinto Colvig, created such an 
impression on Walt Disney and his staff that the character soon began to be featured in 
other cartoons. Before long Goofy was part of the gang that included Mickey, Minnie, 
Pluto, Clarabelle Cow, and Horace Horsecollar. In the newspaper comic strips, this new 
character was given a name, Dippy Dawg; he soon evolved into a natural sidekick for 
Mickey Mouse. A 1938 book indicated the first change to Dippy's name, The Story of 
- Dippy the Goof, and by 1939 the final change was made with the release of the cartoon 
Goofy and Wilbur. Don’t miss The Roots of Goofy on March 1. <q

It was some of the best of Holly- 
wood meeting the best of Ameri- 
can education. 

And the honored teachers looked 
right at home on stage—after all, 
isn't that where they are every day 
in the classroom?—accepting their 
awards and speaking to the nation 
about their vision for education in 
America. 

Enlightening, funny and inspir- 
ing, The Walt Disney Company 
Presents The American Teacher 
Awards saw some of America's top 
entertainers paying tribute to some 
people who have become cele- 
brities in the world of teaching— 
three dozen of them, 12 of whom 
were chosen outstanding teachers 
in their fields and one of whom 
was named The Outstanding 
Teacher of 1991. 

On the entertainment side, the 
program featured Jay Leno, 
Melanie Griffith, Don Johnson, 
Arnold Schwarzenegger, Jason 
Priestley, Ben Vereen, Betty White, 
Jane Seymour, Jon Voight, Tony 
Danza and Michelle Lee. There 
were touching and humorous film 
clips from moments in education- 
related movies and spectacular per- 


formances by dance, theater and 
band students. A short film profile 
was shown on each of the 36 
teacher honorees. 

Jay Leno started off the proceed- 
ings by introducing one of his high 
school history teachers to the au- 
dience. Later, he admonished the 
crowd: “I’m not up here for my 
health," and added that he had 
always wanted to say that in front 
of a group of teachers. 

Arnold Schwarzenegger, who 
talked about his own school days 
and offered a personal pitch for 
physical fitness programs for 
every child, acknowledged, to a 
loud round of applause, that com- 
pared to being a teacher, "it's much 
easier just to be the Terminator." 

Then there were the honored 
teachers themselves, in person and 
featured in videotaped vignettes 
filmed at their schools, vignettes 
which showcased their style, com- 
mitment, innovation, creativity and 
compassion in 12 different areas of 
education specialities: social stud- 
ies, science, mathematics, early 
childhood education, physical edu- 
cation and health, vocational/tech- 
nical education, elementary edu- 
cation, foreign language, coaching 
athletes, visual arts, English and 
performing arts. 

There were three nominees in 
each category, and one honoree 
was announced after all the can- 
didates were introduced by video 
and in person. The outstanding 
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teacher in each category saw 
$2,500 given directly to his or her 
school. A secret-ballot vote by all 
36 honorees was held to choose 
which of the 12 category represen- 
tatives would receive the Outstand- 
ing Teacher Award. 

The American Teacher Awards 
was designed to honor the teach- 
ing profession and to showcase 
the hard and creative work that 
some of the best teachers in the 
nation are doing. It is The Walt 
Disney Company’s hope that by 
honoring some teachers in a dra- 
matic way, the entire profession 
will benefit, said Michael Eisner, 
Chairman and Chief Executive 
Officer of The Walt Disney Com- 
pany. The program was also fund- 
ed in part by The Coca-Cola Com- 
pany and Delta Air Lines. 

The 36 teachers honored during 
the show were selected by a steer- 
ing committe selected from the Na- 
tional Education Association, the 
American Federation of Teachers, 
the U.S. Senate’s Subcommittee on 
Education, Arts and the Human- 
ities, and other organizations with 
a focus on education. Their celeba- 
tion started well before the award 
presentation itself, which was held 
on November 24 at the Pantages 
Theater in Hollywood. The month 
before, all the nominees met at Walt 
Disney World, where they par- 
ticipated in a homecoming parade 
and received a citizenship award 
from The Walt Disney Company.

As the evening's grand finale to 
the awards ceremony, Eisner pre- 
sented the Outstanding Teacher 
of 1991 award to Edward M. 
Schroeder, an English teacher at 
Coolidge Junior. High School in 
Granite City, Illinois. The Outstand- 
ing Teacher award includes $50,000 
in prize money, with $25,000 going 
to Schroeder, $25,000 to his school 
and an additional $10,000 going to 
his school district. 

Schroeder's unique approach to 
education was evident from the 
moment he won the category 
award for Outstanding English 
Teacher. Arriving at the podium 
to claim his award, he started to 
sing, "Zip-a-Dee-Doo-Dah," ex- 
pressing his excitement just as he 
often does in his class. Schroeder's 
theory of teaching is that learning 
ought to be interesting, and he puts 
the theory into practice by surpris- 
ing students with anything from the 
unusual to the absurd. When bore- 
dom creeps into the classroom, 
Schroeder arranges to have the 
phone on the desk ring with a call 
from President Bush or Madonna, 
and students have come to class to 
find their desks replaced by rubber 
mats to encourage daydreaming. 

Schroeder started college as a 
pre-dentistry student but switched 
to education when a German 
teacher inspired him to study by 
teaching polkas and songs after 
class. "The first time I stepped into 
my student teaching job, I knew I 
had the made the right choice," 
said Schroeder in an interview 
with The Disney Channel Maga- 
zine after the awards ceremony. “I 
can only liken teaching to theater. 
You're in that room and the bell 
rings, and you're on stage." 

Teaching for Scroeder is like 
pumping iron. "You pump your- 
self up and if you're standing in 
front of a class or walking around 
a classroom, the students get 
caught up in it." 

Schroeder admitted that teach- 
ing has its discouraging moments. 
The hardest part about the job for 
him, he said, is coming to grips 
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with the fact that he can't affect 
every student every year in the way 
he wants to. But he said teachers 
have to keep their work in per- 
spective and be enthusiastic about 
what they are teaching. 
Schroeder also challenged par- 
ents and others to get involved in 
education. “If I had a battle cry, it 
would be to urge every adult in 
the country to become actively in- 
volved in the schools in their com- 
munity. And when something is 
wrong, fight the schools. When 
they can help make something 
right, help make it right. Don't sit 


- back and let things happen. Take 


a part in the community school 
whether you have children or not, 
because it's costing you tax mon- 


ey," heurged. ' 


Schroeder lauds Disney's Ameri- 
can Teacher Awards program and 
says he feels all teachers will be 
better because of the nationwide 
recognition it produces. "There isn't 
one person here this weekend who 
is leaving without being turned 
on, renewed, rejuvenated, invig- 
orated," he said. "We're proud of 
ourselves, we're proud of our pro- 
fession. We're going to go back to 
our schools afire with the desire to 
teach."

AIDING А SMALL WORLD 


On March 29, The Magical World 
of Disney presents the U.S. tele- 
vision premiere of The Danny Kaye 
Intemational Children’s Awards for 
UNICEF. Founded in 1946 by the 
United Nations, UNICEF is the 
world’s largest development agen- 
cy devoted to safeguarding the 
lives and well-being of the world’s 
children. For 45 years UNICEF has 
battled disease, malnutrition, and 
poverty around the globe. 

In 1990, a World Summit for 
Children at the United Nations led 
159 nations to sign a declaration 
and a plan for action to break down 
the walls of poverty, hunger, disease 


arid illiteracy which imprison the 
potential of the world’s children. 
Since that historic meeting, UNICEF 
has met one of the targets set by 
the summit: immunizing 80 percent 
of the world’s children—before 
their first birthday—against the 
main killer diseases, a step that has 
saved at least three million lives. 
But as UNICEF's report The State 
of the World’s Children 1992 
makes clear, the battle for the plan- 
et's young people is far from won. 
In the last decade of the 20th cen- 
tury, a time of an “emerging new 
world order,” UNICEF in its report 
puts forward 10 specific proposi- 
tions for that new world order, in- 
cluding halving child malnutrition, 
reducing child deaths by one-third, 
and ensuring that every child re- 
ceives at least a basic education. 


A littleknown fact about UNICEF 
is that the agency is not only self- 
governing but self-dependent for 
its funds. The U.S. Committee for 
UNICEF, a non-profit organization 
based in New York, keeps Ameri- 
cans aware of UNICEF's work in 
developing countries. The oldest 
and largest of 32 national commit- 
tees for UNICEF world-wide, the 
U.S. Committee also raises money 
for specific UNICEF-assisted proj- 
ects through a dedicated network 
of volunteers, schools, churches, 
civic groups and businesses in this 
country.

t's difficult to imagine an author having 

more fun with the English language than 

did Lewis Carroll when he wrote Alice's 
Adventures in Wonderland and Through the 
Looking Glass. His zany characters often con- 
verse in logical illogic. Or is it illogical logic? 


"Then you should say what you 
mean," the March Hare went on. 

“I do," Alice hastily replied: “at 
least—at least | mean what I say—that's 
the same thing, you know." 

"Not the same thing a bit!" said the 
Hatter. "Why you might just as well 
say that ‘I see what I eat’ is the same 
thing as ‘I eat what I see'!" 


Words bounce back and forth with translu- 
cent meaning and reasoning, get twisted and 
reshaped in a verbal cat's cradle. Words that 
look and sound funny spring up all over the 
place: “unbirthday,” and “muchness,” and 
"uglification." 

Adventures in Wonderland, The Disney 
Channel's new half-hour series for children aged 
three to eight, builds on this literary richness 
and linguistic fun. "We wanted to promote 
language skills,” says Peggy Christianson, The 
Disney Channel’s vice president of creative 
affairs, “and there was no better place to start 
than with Lewis Carroll. His love of the English 
language, its idiosyncrasies and nuances, made 
it a natural evolution.” 

But Adventures in Wonderland brings Lewis 
Carroll’s whacked-out world and its inhabitants 
into the 1990s. And adds music to it—four songs 
in each half-hour segment—rap, rock, country, 
calypso and rhythm and blues. The White Rab- 
bit zips around on roller-blades running er- 
rands for the Red Queen, and with his cellular 
phone, frequently misunderstands her majesty, 
a rock-gospel-singing ruler, played by Armelia 


McQueen. Also tripping over the quirks of the 
English language, as well as over their own feet 
(there's lots of uproarious slapstick), are the 
March Hare and the Mad Hatter, best friends. 
Their hip friends, brothers Tweedle Dee and 
Tweedle Dum, have their own communication 
problems, but not when they break into hip- 
hop or hip-hop into break and rap. 

As a change of pace, the sage Caterpillar sits 
in solitary splendor among the leafy bushes 
he munches. In glorious, sonorous tones he 
pontificates, telling stories which come alive on 
screen with the clay animation figures of Will 
Vinton Productions. 

Casting was one of the most important | 
challenges in putting together the series. “We 
needed talented actors, who could also sing 
and dance,” Christianson explains. “They also 
had to be right for the characters. When we 
finally found each one, we knew it, but it was a 
long and difficult search.” She remembers 
especially the first time she saw Patrick Rich- 
wood (the elevator operator in Pretty Woman) 
as the White Rabbit: “He was the 
White Rabbit, no question.” — .. * 

The series is a multi- 
media production. In addition 
to the live action, which w 
is truly alive—plenty of 
fast action and comedy 
—plus clay animation, 
there is a charming 
electronic character 
named Crystal. Crystal ri 
changes form, but she's 
always very colorful 
and very smart. 

Education— 
and enhancing 
language skills 
—was always 
the specific 


goal of Adventures in Wonderland. “We wanted 
to fill a need,” says Stephen Fields, senior vice 
president of original programming at The 
Disney Channel. “We wanted to go beyond 
| teaching letters, numbers, sounds and shapes. 
In fact, we wanted to introduce kids to how the 
| English language really works. Adventures їп 
| Wonderland is intended to get kids excited 
about the English language." 

The show's excitement comes from the 
humor which flows from the kinds of misun- 
derstandings Lewis Carroll loved, such as 
| idioms taken literally—"knock it off," "jump in 
| the lake”; homonyms, words that sound alike 
| but are spelled differently, creating confusion— 
| “sense,” “scents,” "cents"; and compound 
words such as “eyesore,” which makes an odd- 
looking image. In one episode poor Alice tries 
to explain to a few of her Wonderland friends 
| the difference between “homework” апа 
| “housework,” which becomes а perplexing 
task. It's also a show in which kids learn 
reasoning skills as well as vocabulary skills. 

Two distinguished Los Angeles educators, 
who were instrumental in developing and 
overseeing the series, commented on the 
educational values that underlie and enrich 
the entertainment. “Each episode is a mean- 
ingful whole, and that’s the way we learn,” says 
Ruth Bunyan, an elementary District Admin- 
istrator in Los Angeles, who has also written 
teacher-training programs for a literature- 
based, whole language approach to teaching 

English. “Flashing a word on the 
wall, in isolation, not embedded 
in meaning, doesn’t put the word 
in a child’s head. We learn in 
whole meaningful chunks. 

And we learn through stories, 
with a beginning, a middle, 
and an end.” 
Yvonne Chan, a school principal who is 


also a professor at the University of California, 
Los Angeles, and whose academic focus is lan- 
guages (she speaks six), was delighted with the 
ways in which each episode makes language 
come alive. “The kids can see language, they 
can feel language. Meanings come across in a 
way that money can't buy in a school System." 
Another aspect of the series that pleased Chan 
was the different levels of understanding 
available for children of varying ages and 
abilities. Older children and adults will catch 
more of the puns and clever wordplay than will 
the younger ones, but three-year-olds will learn 
plenty while they're laughing. 

Both educators recommend parents watching 
the series with their children. "Adults won't be 
bored," they each say, and parents can make 
the series a more active experience. 

Most important, however, is the agreement 
among professionals in the field of education 
and professionals in the world of entertainment 
that the main reason the series works is that it 
is entertaining. "You've got to get children's 
attention first or it's a waste," says Peggy Chris- 
tianson, who was also a teacher before she 
moved into television. "The first goal is to cap- 
ture their imaginations. After that, we'd like to 
teach them a little something, too." 

That Adventures in Wonderland will capture 
children's imaginations and teach them 
something, too, seerns highly likely, according 
to Keith Geiger, President of the National Edu- 
cation Association. "Adventures in Wonder- 
land will undoubtedly stir the interest and im- 
agination of young viewers," Geiger says. "The 
programs are wholeheartedly entertaining as 
well as educationally sound. The characters in 
the series bring learning to life as they reinforce 
important language arts skills being taught in 
thé classroom. The themes presented in these 
programs are right on target for early elemen- 
tary students." 
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didn't really think 
the performances he and his band videotaped 
last fall in a converted barn on Martha's 
Vineyard would become any kind of television 
show. "It's just a beautiful spot," Taylor ex- 
plains, "and we loved the way it felt after we 
did some rehearsals there in 1990. So we went 
back this year and decided it would be good to 
combine rehearsing for our small tour this fall 
with shooting a couple of videos." But after 
playing a blend of old and new material there 
for eight days, Taylor and his band wound up 
with something much stronger: the songs; 
some interview segments in which Taylor 
speaks with surprising openness and insight 
about the nature of his life and work; and a set- 
ting that provides a fitting context for Taylor's 
exceptionally intimate music. 

Taylor was the first rock songwriter who 
specialized in chronicling himself. He says it’s 
“very curious to be sort of a professional auto- 
biographer and a celebrity who is himself for a 
living,” but however odd it strikes him, this is 
the essence of what he’s always done. Tall, 
shambling, balding, he'd hardly be a star other- 
wise, even with those bottomlessly blue eyes. 
There's a living room sensibility to a lot of 
Taylor's music, not at all what you expect in an 
age of MTV. Or, as he puts it, “I’ve been given 
the opportunity to make a number of videos in 
the last couple of years, but all that energy is a 
little thrown away on me.” Yet with James 
Taylor; Going Home, he has very forcefully 


— 


asserted himself as a videomaker. 

“This was my idea,” Taylor says. “One thing 
is that I think it's interesting to photograph peo- 
ple doing the things that they do. I felt more in 
a position of power and security working with 
the people I work with, instead of walking into 
somebody else’s idea. This felt 
more like homeground.” 

It should have. In addition to 
working with longstanding 
band members like pianist Don 
Grolnick and singers Arnold 
McCullers and David Lasley, 
with whom he’s been making 
music off and on for many 
years, he was operating in the 
Taylor clan's home-from-home. 
As Taylor says, “Most of my 
family either lives there or visits 
ita lot," and for a lot of James 
Taylor fans, the Vineyard and 
Cape Cod are—even more than 
the Carolina in his mind—the 
familiar landscape of his songs. 

The atmosphere he creates is 
casual—no surprise, Taylor be- 
ing a definitively laconic performer. From mo- 
ment to moment, you really do have the sense 
of peering in at old friends engaged in a par- 
ticularly joyful sort of labor. But in the rehear- 
sals, Taylor manages to establish a surprising 
Sense of command. Everyone and everything 
shifts with his mood, which is the mood of the 


music—bright with fond reminiscence on the 
mythical “Copperline” and “Frozen Man,” slap- 
happy on “Гуе Got to Stop Thinkin’ 'Bout 
That,” convivial for “You’ve Got a Friend.” 
After a while, you wouldn’t be surprised to see 
that big golden retriever lounging beneath the 


music table get up and walk through the shot. 
Yet the only time there’s a false Start, on 


“Frozen Man” (from Taylor's new album, New - 


Moon Shine, no less), bandleader Don Grolnick 
books James for deliberately creating an ad lib 
situation for the camera, and the bossman just 
laughs, never denies it.

In Going Home, Taylor says that once you've 
sung a song “a thousand times... in rehearsal, 
your eyeballs roll." But when it comes time to 
sing “Fire and Rain," his first big hit and a chron- 
icle of adolescent agony that he might be pre- 
sumed to have outgrown, Taylor rivets even 
his bandmates, turning in a 
rendition pristine in its adult ac- 
ceptance of those emotions. 
Taylor is so committed to the 
tune as he sings it—and, let's be 
fair, the lighting is so perfect— 
that his entire entourage is stilled, 
only to burst into applause as he 
finishes. In a way, this is as good 
as music video gets, for it takes 
an old standard and makes you 
realize something new about it: 
that you don't outgrow a song 
like this, you only return to it pe- 
riodically with new perspectives. 

"These albums seem different 
to me and they seem the same 
to me," Taylor says, and as he 
seamlessly threads together 
highlights of his two decades as 
а recording artist, that's an easy premise to ac- 
cept. Taylor's work is all about a certain flow, 
the measured growth of a sensitive, intelligent, 
gifted, driven individual. 

And even when his Songs and his music 
look out at the world most vividly, they've got
